An early an 1903 n law was enacted 


which provided that no person shall 
paste, paint, brand, or stamp or In

building,

brlrtsv,, gAle. outbuilding;! or property 
of another, whether within or without 
the limits of n. highway, any written, 
printed, palnttd. or other advertise- 
ment, bill, notice, sign, card or pos- 
ter, without flfst having obtained the 
written consent 
ot the 
owner, or 


tenant lawfully In possession or oc- 
cupancy thereof. 


The some law alco definitely pro- 


hibits tho placing of algns of 
any 


character, save legal notices, 
upon 


any private property "without having 
first obtained the written consent ot 
tho owner or tenant lawfully In pos- 
session or occupancy thereof." This 
means that other! tens of thousands of 
olgnu, 
candidates' 
announcements, 


and other devices, lacked on stablos, 
blacksmith shops, fences, barns, out- 
buildings, and the like, are Illegal, un- 
less written consent of the owner or 
tenant has been obtained In advance. 
It Is not enough to get consent after 
the sign Is posted, nnd it Is- believed 
that a separate prosecution cun be 
made for every offense; so that, for 
Instance, ten tobucco signs erected by 
one man In one day on private prop- 
erly without written consent obtained
